Know Your Style 

Settling on the

with knowing what you want. 
Grab a cup of coffee and scan 
magazine racks, Pinterest, and 
houzz.com. Pull together a 
stack of images you like, from 
overall room designs to spe- 
cific pieces of furniture. Even 
if you’re not exactly sure what 
your style is, a good designer 
will be able to scan through 
those tear sheets and help you 
define your look. 


Pick Up The Phone 

Drawn to a room

Did a 
Google search pull up an appeal- 
ing designer portfolio? Make 
a quick call to find out if the 
designer is available and willing 
to work within your job’s budget 
and scope.

The more 
he or she knows, the better the 
end result. And don’t be afraid to 
call someone you think is out of 
your budget: The designer may 
be playing a waiting game with 
another project and have some 
time to take on your quick living 
room update. 


Hand It Off

W- -2 making services, such 

as those offered by 
the Denver Design District and 
Designer Premier, do a lot of the 
heavy lifting for you. “I take the 
personality piece, scope, aesthetic, 
and budget and narrow it down to 
two or three different designers 
who I think are going to be a great 
fit. Then I set up interviews,” says 
Designer Premier owner Marina 
Dagenais. All you have to do is 
show up. 


Sit Them Down 

S A face-to-face interview 

is key. “A lot of it has to 

do with the chemistry,” 
says Barbara Bork, owner of Lola 
Gray Home & Design. “The most 
important thing is that you enjoy 
working with your designer.” Dage- 
nais agrees: “It has to be comfort- 
able enough that you’d be able to 
tell a designer ‘no.’ ” This meeting 
helps designers gauge whether 
the project is a good fit for them, 
too. Says John Moinzad, princi- 
pal at Thorn & French: “If we feel 
like it’s not going to be a benefi- 
cial match, we’re not ashamed to 
introduce them to somebody else.” 


Ask Around 

“Always ask to speak with 
some of their clients,” Iba 
says. She suggests ques- 
tions such as: How did the process 
go? How smoothly did delivery and 
invoicing go? If their responses 
confirm your gut feeling that this is 
the designer for you, go for it. 
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A BLENDED HOME 


With a dose of midcentury inspiration, a Boulder architect marries 
a home’s 20th-century charm with 21st-century function. 


© Neighbors often wonder if this sleek North Boulder home could really 
be a carryover from the area’s midcentury days. In Boulder-based 
architect Renee del Gaudio’s book, that’s a compliment. Del Gaudio worked 
with the owners of the uninspiring 1,700-square-foot ranch to transform it 
into a sun-filled home with an additional 1,000 square feet — while preserv- 
ing the home’s original character. We caught up with her for the details. -JD 


5280 Home : Give us the 
“before” in a nutshell. 

Renee del Gaudio: It was a 

typical 1950s ranch house with 
low ceilings, dark spaces, and a 
cramped floor plan. There was 
nothing valuable, architecture- 
wise. What was valuable was what 
it could have been. In the 1950s 
there were so many cool flat-roofed 
houses. That inspired the three 
layers of the flat roof, almost as if 


it were built in the ’50s, but with a 
modern intention. 

Why did the homeowners 
choose to remodel and not 
start over? 

The owners are longtime Boulder 
residents. She grew up down the 
street. In this area, people are com- 
ing in and ripping out these houses. 
They’re building homes that don’t 
necessarily reflect the history and 


culture of Boulder. She felt strongly about 
keeping the spirit of the house intact. 


Tell us about your aesthetic. What 
inspires you as an architect? 

I look into the history and context of each 
project for design inspiration, 
and I have an affinity for sim- 
plicity. For a remodel project 
like this, I’m inspired to do one 
bold architectural move as op- 
posed to five or six moves. For 
this project, that meant ripping 
off the roof and replacing it with 
a series of flat roofs. This is 
what a modern architect might 
have done in the 1950s, when 
this house was originally built. 


Material World 

The walls on the 
left-hand side 
of the home are 
original brick 
(painted in 
Benjamin Moore 
Sidewalk Gray 
2133-60); builder 
Morningstar 
Homes added 
pony walls (short, 
three-foot walls 
on top of the 
existing brick) to 
extend the height 
to the new roof. 
The smooth hard- 
trowel stucco on 
the porch, painted 
to match, is part 
of the addition. 


The footprint is small, even 
with the addition. How did 
you maximize space? 

We saved the exterior envelope 
and created an open floor plan; 
there used to be a lot of dead-end 
hallways. The floor-to-ceiling »

glass makes the space feel expansive and 
sun-filled, bigger than it really is. 

Tell us about the window choices. 

We kept all of the original window widths 
and just cut the brick to extend their 
heights. The upper clerestory windows 
not only bring light into the upstairs 
playroom but also into the kitchen below. 
When you walk around the core of the 
house, you’re always being followed by 
intentional light. Those windows face 
southwest, so they bring in a lot of light 
without sacrificing privacy; it’s a really 
dense neighborhood. And since heat 
rises, the owners can open them and 
release the hot air. 

What’s the best part of a remodel 
project like this? 

Accepting and working within the con- 
straints of an existing building can yield 
a more interesting design than taking 
the easy way out, which is scraping and 
starting over. The other big thing is the 
reduced impact on the environment. 

You scrape a house, and much of it goes 
into a landfill. I call this project “Reduce, 
Reuse, Remodel.” We built upon the his- 
tory of the North Boulder neighborhood 
instead of just erasing it.

How Shandele Gumucio uses a holistic design approach 
to help homeowners live happily ever after, -jessica larusso 





© Like most interior 

designers, Shandele 
Gumucio rarely gets to start 
from scratch. No matter the 
task — guiding clients through 
a full remodel or dreaming 
up the perfect custom built- 
in — the principal and founder 
of Boulder’s StudioVert 
usually finds herself entering 
a story already in progress. 

“In every project, I look for 
the original intention of the 
architect, imagining what he 
or she would do with today’s 
technology, materials, and 
clients,” Gumucio says.

“The idea was to bring in lots of great light and 
texture,” Goldstein says, “and to preserve what 
was there.” They patched the brick-and-plaster 
walls, installed a new tongue-and-groove ceil- 
ing (which recreated the look of the garage’s 
original), replaced the beat-up doors with a 
wall of sliding glass, and brought in timeless 
neutral furniture and fixtures. To complete the 
switcheroo, their old kitchen became a study/ 
guest room, and the old living room was trans- 
formed into a master suite. 

The team gathered some hard-won wisdom 
along the way. Borrow their best ideas and 
advice to make your own reno dream a reality, 
starting with Goldstein’s mantra: “The process 
should be fun. If you’re too stressed about it, 
something’s not right.”

1 Be unconventional. 

This property began as a 
cramped carriage house 
and a rundown garage.

IFYOU CAN’T 
TAKE THE HEAT... 

The trials and tribulations of renovating a kitchen— with two small children. 


L ike so many schemes formulated 
in the fog of parenting young kids, 
it seemed like a good idea. It was 
something we needed to do. It 
would improve our quality of life by orders 
of magnitude. It would increase the value of 
our 1923 Wash Park West bungalow. And it 
would make us happy — when it was done. 

Yes, we would renovate our kitchen, and 
because our contractor had room in his 


schedule, we would do it right in the middle 
of the school year, just before the holidays. 
Two working parents, five- and seven-year- 
old boys, and a cranky geriatric cat, all 
under the same roof. 

Any reno is disruptive, but one could 
reasonably argue that kitchen remodels 
are the worst — especially with young 
boys, whose capacities for noise-making 
and mischief know few bounds. After that

first day, our small kitchen had been gut- 
ted — which meant the typical chaos of our 
home suddenly felt quaint in light of this 
new breed of mayhem. Even with a general 
contractor who was, quite simply, amaz- 
ing — timely and communicative, with subs 
who were similarly conscientious — our life 
felt like a train wreck. For almost eight 
weeks, my wife graciously prepped dinners 
in our unfinished basement laundry area; 
she became something of a wizard with 
the toaster oven and our old countertop 
microwave. (We also became Chipotle 
regulars.) Even with a sizable washbasin in 
the basement, we temporarily let go of any 
dearly held environmental considerations 
and became accustomed to eating off of 
paper plates with plastic utensils. Then, the 
coup de grace: The boys ripped down the 
carefully hung plastic sheets around the 
kitchen that were designed to keep debris 
out of the rest of the house, which resulted 
in a thin coating of dust covering just about 
everything on our main floor. One evening 
after the boys were in bed, my wife and I 
commiserated: If we had to eat another 
toasted cheese sandwich on a flimsy paper 
plate at our dust-covered table, we just 
might lose it. 

As the holidays approached in late 
December — we were hosting my family, 
of course — our fridge was on back order, 
but just about everything else was done, 
finally. The whole thing had taken just less 
than two months. Our house, which used to 
be broken up into so many separate rooms, 
was newly bright and open. Pendant lights 
hung over a new peninsula, which our 
boys promptly dubbed the Belly Bar. (Bel- 
lybar, I learned after Googling, is a brand 
of prenatal vitamins, and Fm still not sure 
where that sobriquet came from.) No mat- 
ter. We did a massive dust job and prepped 
our shiny new kitchen — sans fridge — for 
my family’s arrival. Maybe the whole thing 
wasn’t such a bad idea after all.

Kitchen 



It’s an oh-so-familiar design 
narrative: After battling a small 
and outdated kitchen, a newlywed couple 
cries out for help — in the form of a designer 
who can transform the most-used room 
in the house into a functional showpiece. 

So it went with Park Hill residents Joel 
and Lindsey Doub, who called on Megan 
Moore of Dado Interior Architecture & 
Design to rescue them from their dark, 


dysfunctional space. “There was plaster 
over the hardwood floors, a Quaker-style 
door, a butcher-block island, and it was just 
like a cave,” explains Moore of the original 
14-by-20-foot kitchen. “It wasn’t integrated 
at all, and the refrigerator was in the 
adjacent mud room. It felt very closed and 
low because the ceiling had a lot of soffits, 
and it had a lot of cabinetry, but it wasn’t 
really efficient.” 


Apart from the immediate need 
to transform the disjointed space, the 
couple also wanted an updated design to 
accommodate their soon-to-be-expanding 
family: If Moore could revamp the kitchen, 
they could see this home as their dream 
house, the place where they’d raise kids. 

Moore began by flipping the layout 
of the L -shaped kitchen and replacing an 
existing wall of cabinets with a 16 -foot-long

sliding glass door that opens to the side 
yard — a move that added natural light 
and maximized square footage. “The 
new door really makes the kitchen feel a 
lot bigger,” Moore says. “And by giving 
access to the side yard, which has a dining 
table and grill, you get the illusion of more 
square footage without stealing from 
other rooms.” The kitchen’s sleek palette 
and minimalist lines, anchored by ebony 
veneer cabinetry and white Caesarstone 
countertops, also give the impression of a 
more spacious room. 

But a streamlined look must be 
supported by functionality — else it won’t 
last. “Lindsey cooks a lot, and it really 
was a matter of figuring out how we fit as 
many toys into this kitchen as possible,” 
Moore says. “It was kind of a game of Tetris 



to make everything look 
intentional and as if it has its 
place.” A slew of space-saving 
solutions make the room work 
well: pullout cabinets equipped 
with trash bins, two ovens 
(one of them a combi) stacked 
over a warming drawer, and a 
neatly concealed one-foot-deep 
pantry for dry goods. 

The details feel luxurious 



and smart, but the whole is even greater than 
the sum of its efficient parts. “It feels like 
a totally different house now,” Moore says. 
“The transition was really big, and when 
they see the ‘before’ pictures, people ask, 

‘Is this the same kitchen?’ Every time I go 
there, it feels good, and that’s a happy day as 
a designer.”

Moore’s Tips & Tricks 
For Small Spaces 

Designate zones. When planning your kitchen, 
create areas based on tasks: prepping food, 
cooking, cleaning, and storing. Here, Moore 
added a separate space that’s accessible— 
but out of the way of daily activities— to stash 
china. To start your own plan, think of your 
layout as a “work triangle”: imaginary lines 
extend from the sink to the center of the stove 
and to the refrigerator. 

Get organized. Start by editing down your 
kitchen utensils and small appliances. Ask 
yourself two questions: What does this do for 
me? When’s the last time I used it? Open up 
every single cabinet and touch each item. 

And if you can’t resist hoarding, give yourself 
a single drawer as a catchall. When it gets full, 
it’s time to purge. 

Hold off on the paintbrush. Choose cabinets and 
countertops first; paint last. “With paint, you 
can’t really know how it is going to look unless 
you test the color in your space,” Moore says. 
“But it’s also one of the very last things you 
should do. DIYers always want to paint first. It’s 
important to see how it plays off the cabinets 
and countertops.”

The Zeppelins-the 
father-and-son developers 
helping to build modern 
Denver— double down on

they opened

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In the more than 15 years they’ve 
worked together as the father-son 
team behind Zeppelin Development, Mickey 
Zeppelin has only fired his now 43-year-old 
son, Kyle, twice — or maybe three times. 

“Kyle was a rebel from the beginning,” 
laughs Mickey, 78, who founded Zeppelin 
Development in the 1970s and recalls 
relieving Kyle of a dishwashing job the 
teenager had at the firm’s first restaurant. 
But as an adult in the early 2000s, Kyle 
channeled his rebellious streak (a family 
trait) to help inspire the company’s 
visionary development of Denver’s 
then-undiscovered River North (RiNo) 
neighborhood — and it’s worked for both of 
them ever since, as the firm has continued 
to create some of the Mile High City’s most 
interesting buildings. 

Fifteen years ago, the Zeppelins began 
transforming the former Yellow Cab 
dispatch headquarters along the South 
Platte River into Taxi, a forward-thinking 
campus filled with office space for creative 
companies where the focus was as much on 
community as commerce. If this sounds like 
something from the cult of the new office — 
think Galvanize and Industry, today — it 
is. (At the groundbreaking ceremony for 



Taxi II, the Zeppelins didn’t shovel dirt; 
they burned cubicles.) But it was also 2001, 
when the concept of the new workplace was 
little more than a zygote in the development 
world. “That’s one of Mickey’s strengths,” 
says Kyle of his father. “He looks at what 
other developers are doing, and then does 
the opposite.” Eventually, the Zeppelins 
would add eight more buildings to the 
Ringsby Court site, which now includes a 
cafe, an early childhood education center, 
and residences. 

Then, in 2013, the team debuted the 
Source, an eclectic food and drink market 
inside a carefully restored 19th-century

foundry, which will be joined next year by 
the Source Hotel. The property, designed 
by Denver’s Dynia Architects, will house 
a rooftop pool lounge with a drink menu 
bolstered by New Belgium beers, many of 
which will be barrel-aged on-site. And its 
pedigree includes management by the folks 
who brought you the St Julien in Boulder. It 
will be the first new hotel in RiNo in, well, 
forever, and will perhaps be the biggest test 
of the Zeppelins’ golden touch. 

To say the Zeppelins’ vision in RiNo has 
been prophetic is a bit like saying Colorado 
has some pretty hills. It’s also nothing 
new: The family has had a hand in shaping 
much of modern Denver’s growth since 
the 1970s. That’s when Mickey (gladly)

gave up his law career to start working 
with his father developing real estate. In 
1984, four years before LoDo became an 
official historic district, Mickey opened the 
City Spirit Cafe in what was then a rather 
downtrodden part of downtown. “I liked 
the energy, the people part of it,” Mickey 
says. “I like to find urban areas that have 
not found their time.” (Next on his radar, 
says Mickey, is Globeville.) 

Mickey’s ability to find neighborhoods 
on the cusp of revitalization before others 
has led him all over the city. In 1992, he 
transformed an old warehouse at 14th 
and Wazee streets into the Volker Lofts, 
one of the first residential buildings in 
LoDo. From there it was on to the Golden 
Triangle, where Mickey planted the 
Cadillac Lofts and Grand Cherokee mixed- 
use project in the late 1990s. By the time 
Mickey was working on the Greenhouse 
building in Cherry Creek in 2001, Kyle 
had finished law school, and the younger 
Zeppelin began finding tenants for the 
light-filled residences. “He had a real

skill,” says Mickey, who was so confident 
in his son’s ability to run things that he left 
the business in his hands for two weeks. 
“When I came back, the staff was gone. 
He’d fired them!” The only thing Kyle hated 
more than bad design was inefficiency. 

He’d seen a lot of the latter at his father’s 
office and decided to fix it. 

Kyle brought that same determination 
to be both bold and efficient to Zeppelin 
Development’s RiNo projects. He and 
Mickey have repurposed all kinds 
of materials in their contemporary 
buildings — tempered hockey-glass panels 
from the Pepsi Center, bowling lanes, 
plastic bottles. (Mickey says it’s in the 
genes; his father worked in salvage.) Kyle 
spent months interviewing potential 
tenants for the Source, wanting to ensure 
the first-of-its-kind-for-Denver gathering 
spot had the right mix of high-quality 
purveyors. “We wanted to create a new 
version of what existed on Main Street 
100 years ago,” Kyle says. Today the 
Source houses Acorn, one of the city’s 
best restaurants; leaders in beer (Crooked 
Stave), bread (Babettes Artisan Bakery), 
and coffee (Boxcar Roasters); and more. 
Similar models are now popping up in 
other parts of the city: Union Station in 
LoDo, Avanti in LoHi, and the coming-soon 
Stanley Marketplace in Stapleton. And the 
Zeppelins are being equally as thoughtful 
about the tenants who will share space

with the upcoming Source Hotel: Kyle has 
secured a barbecue joint by the owners of 
Western Daughters Butcher Shoppe. 

The one constant throughout all 
their projects is a commitment to social 
change — be it creating a new kind of 
workplace, helping an old industrial 
neighborhood find its sweet spot again, 
or simply providing a place for people 
to gather, eat, and have an experience, 
not just a meal, together. Of course, 

“social change” might sound to some 
like “gentrification.” But that’s not how 
Mickey would describe it. “The basic atom 
of development with a lot of our buildings 
is that we look at what people’s needs are 
and where they aren’t being met,” Mickey 
says. “Then we design around that.” 

The city will be watching to see if the 
Zeppelins’ vision for a RiNo hotel keeps 
their streak alive. A

neighborhood, she saw endless 
possibilities. Sure, the brown shag 
carpet, green linoleum floors, 
and brick exterior felt more like 
a commercial storefront than a 
welcoming family residence. But as 
the founder and president of Denver 
commercial interior design firm 
Elsy Studios (her clients include 
law firm Merchant & Gould and the 
Federal Reserve Bank), Lynn looked 
past those eyesores to spy a dated 
but strong framework prime for a 
contemporary overhaul. Shortly 
after she bought the house in 2014, 
she and her husband, Andrew — a 
commercial real estate broker and 
DIYer — oversaw a comprehensive 
five-month renovation. The result: 
a masterful blend of modern 
convenience and stylish retro flair. 
We sat down with the design-savvy 
couple to get the inside scoop.

5280 Home : How did you know 
this midcentury house would 
work for you? 

Lynn Coit: The two-story entrance 
looked different than most houses 
of that era. It had an elliptical 
iron staircase that was obviously 
original. So many of the houses we 
looked at were exactly the same; I 
wanted a space that wasn’t already 
redone. It was actually ugly, but I 
liked the feel of it. 

Andrew Coit: It needed Lynn’s 
touch to make it into a home. She 
knew within five minutes it could 
work; her mind was already going 
a mile a minute.

But we didn’t want to move a lot of 
walls — except in the kitchen, where 
we created a pass-through. 

That kitchen got the biggest 
overhaul. Tell us how you did it. 
Lynn: We took the wall out between 
the kitchen and living room, but we 
wanted to salvage some things, like 
the oak cabinets. We took them all 
out, lined them up, and kept the sizes 
we needed. Then we moved them 


How much did you alter the 
original layout? 

Lynn: Very little because it was 
designed by a structural engineer 
as his private residence. There was 
a really long hallway that was easy 
enough to shorten to make way for 
a master suite — with a new master 
bathroom. The upstairs flooring 
almost had a hollow feeling, like 
particleboard, so we changed that. 


around and painted them gray — to 
complement the dark gray walls and 
industrial-grade wallpaper. And the 
island is topped with Silestone; it 
looks like real Carrara marble, but 
with more texture. 

Andrew: It’s where we congregate, 
do projects, and eat. Our children 
[ages 12 and 14] do homework there. 
We put a USB port and outlet right 
in the island, so when they need to 
plug in or charge, it’s built in. We

put a hydraulic downdraft vent on 
the stove that operates on a button. 
The whole vent rises out of the 
countertop. Those are the things I 
came up with where Tm like... Is this 
really going to work? And it did. 



What did you save from the 
original house? 

Andrew: The bookcase [in 
the living room] is made out of 
mahogany. When the original owner 
built the house, every shelf was a 
different height to fit his books. We 
liked the spirit of that — he was so 
thoughtful about the way he built 
the bookcase. We travel, and a lot 
of our pieces are from Europe or 
have sentimental value. We’d never 
before had space like this in our 
house to display our things. 

And you also brought over some 
key items from past residences. 
Lynn: We used to live in a bungalow 
[in Highland]; the mission-style oak- 
finish rocking chair worked great in 
our old house but needed an update 
for this mid-mod home. I picked the 
paint and fabric, and Andrew took 
the entire chair apart, rebuilt it, 
sanded it, filled it, and painted it. 
Andrew: Our [Heywood Wakefield] 
dining room table has beautiful 
lines — we’ve had that table for more 
than 20 years. 
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Everyone has a favorite room in 
his or her home. What are yours? 
Lynn: It’s funny that I love the 
kitchen because Andrew is the cook. 
What I liked about the original 
house was the big windows. The way 
the house is oriented, when you’re 
doing dishes, you get to look out onto 
the bright green landscape. 
Andrew: I like the sunroom on the 
back of the house. It wraps around 
with a 270 -degree view. I love to 
watch the transition of the sun 
throughout the day. It’s the whole 
idea of bringing the outside in; it’s 
a space where you can be in touch 
with the seasons. It’s a really good 
place to work. 

This renovation was really a 
joint effort. What’s the secret to 
playing nice with your spouse 
on a project like this? 

Andrew: You only have a finite 
amount of energy. You have to 
choose how you use that energy: 
on joy or [laughs] on arguing. 

Lynn: And if you really love a 
house — and your spouse — it’s best 
to pick your battles. 

Any tips for choosing midcentury 
modern furniture? 

Lynn: I don’t buy things I don’t 
love. I go for pieces that have 
good design — everything down 
to the picture frame, candlestick, 
and coffee table. Like the striped 
chartreuse chairs in the sunroom: 
Andrew was like, “Those are the 
ugliest things I’ve ever seen.” But I 
had a vision. 

Andrew: Things like that become 
special. They kind of grow on you. 
It’s OK to take a risk every now 
and again. A

By placing the larger 
addition at the back of the 
original house, architect 
Dale Hubbard of Surround 
Architecture maintained 
the home’s profile from the 
street. Wyoming snow-fence 
siding and large sliding glass 
doors by Sierra Pacific give 
the home a modern vibe 
and a strong connection to 
the outdoors. 
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Vintage European factory lights hang 
between the lofty scissor trusses on 
the ceiling and the expansive island 
countertop (made from reclaimed 
floor joists by local Boulder craftsman 
Jake Kirkpatrick). The counter-height 
chairs are from Restoration Hardware; 
the yellow stool is from Target.

In the oasis of single-story, post- 
World War II homes in Boulder’s Old 
North neighborhood, this one was 
what you might generously call retro: 


Gravel covered the space where the 
lawn should be, and the interiors 
were awash in unfortunate shades 
of Pepto-Bismol pink and avocado 
green. Despite its lack of appeal — 
curb or otherwise — the 1958 brick 
ranch didn’t scare architect Dale 
Hubbard or his clients, young 
professionals who hired Hubbard 
to bring an unexpected, hip 
cachet to the 1,400-square-foot 
house. “My clients already had 
a great design sensibility,” says 
Hubbard, a principal at Surround 
Architecture in Boulder. “And 
they live a ‘less is more’ lifestyle, 
so we knew we could generate 
an efficient floor plan that would 
result in a great place for them to 
live and entertain.” 

Replacing the gravel yard 
and overgrown landscaping was 
an obvious fix. But it was the 
existing L -shaped floor plan that 
presented Hubbard with bigger 
design challenges. “Although 
ranches are generally malleable 
structures that can be reimagined 
and updated, this layout didn’t 


work at all,” Hubbard says. The 
front door opened directly into 
the living room, while a tiny 
galley kitchen was wedged in a 
separate room altogether. The 
architect’s solution? “We decided 
early on to remove the roof and 
all the interior walls, which was a 
clear way to reset everything,” he 
says. At his clients’ request, the 
kitchen would become the heart 
of the house, a gathering space for 
friends and family. 

Mindful of the couple’s wish 
to maintain the home’s scale 
and profile among its modest 
neighbors, Hubbard devised a 
plan that reused the existing 
footprint and vaulted the 
ceilings to gain volume. He then 
strategically added 100 square 
feet at the front of the house — in 
the crook of the L — to establish 
a mudroom and a clear entry 
sequence that guides visitors into 
the kitchen and the spacious great 
room beyond. 

The kitchen’s exposed scissor 
trusses, neatly paired and painted,

replace the old low ceilings, providing 
eight additional feet of lofty space over 
the cooking area. As a centerpiece, 
a striking 12-foot-long island was 
crafted from wood floor joists 
reclaimed from historic Mapleton 
Elementary, which is nearby. 

The espresso-stained countertop 
contrasts with the otherwise crisp 
palette of the base cabinets, walls, 
and white-oak floors. To avoid visual 
clutter, the homeowners decided 
against upper cabinets, instead 
choosing floating shelves that neatly 
support stacked Heath Ceramics 
bowls and plates. 

Expanding on the idea of creating 
a gathering space, Hubbard tucked 
an additional 400 square feet at 
the back of the house for the great 
room extension. Full-height sliding 
glass doors flood the new space with 
light and connect the home to an 
intimate backyard, which increases 
entertaining options. “The open and 
layered plan minimizes circulation 
paths,” Hubbard says. “Each room 
naturally unfolds into the next, while 
varied ceiling heights help make the 
small house feel bigger.” 

In keeping with the homeowners’ 
minimalist approach, Hubbard 
designed a unique storage and home- 
office space that takes inspiration from 
the built-ins you might find on a boat 
to concurrently boost storage and 
separate public space from private. 

The room houses a desk and cabinets 
that open to the kitchen and a laundry 
area that conveniently opens to the 
bedroom hallway. The space is simply 
closed off (by sliding barn doors) when 
the owners entertain. 

The last touches of the home’s 
renovation completed the owners’ 
wishes for simplicity, beauty, and 
functionality. Hubbard transformed 
the former living room (replete with 
the original fireplace) into the master 
bedroom. “By vaulting the ceiling and 
expanding the window opening, we 
discovered the room has great views 
of the Flatirons,” he says. To provide 
a modern feel, the red brick exterior 
was painted white, and the additions 
were clad in weathered Wyoming snow 
fence. A new, covered entry porch with 
steel columns welcomes guests to this 
fresh interpretation of midcentury- 
ranch style — and there’s nary an 
avocado green wall in sight, ft

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The vaulted ceilings 
and stately fireplace 
meet their match 
in a large-scale 
painting by Colorado 
artist Amy Metier 
(from the William 
Havu Gallery).

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J im and Laura Marx are pros at making the most of 

Colorado. The Denver couple splits time between 
the city — where Jim heads an architecture and 
engineering firm — and the mountains of Vail, where 
W Laura volunteers with local nonprofits. In Denver, 
they indulge their love of art collecting. At higher 
elevations, they hit the trails and slopes. This happy 
uouble life is made possible by a 1,200-square-foot log cabin, 
situated near Gore Creek, that the couple bought in 1993. 

For many of the ensuing years, the space embodied classic ’90s 
design: grays and reds paired with authentic Native American 
art and artifacts the Marxes had curated. The couple had made 
piecemeal updates over the years, but the home was starting to show 
its age. The layout needed a more open arrangement; the staircase 
wasn’t up to code; and the space felt cold and dark. 

Yet rather than adding on in the style of mountain McMansions, 
Jim had a different vision: to keep the home’s modest footprint intact 
and revamp its interior, a la a master suite hotel room. Imagine a 
classy penthouse at a high-country Ritz- Carlton, where the master 
bedroom, living area, and kitchen all flow together on a single floor. 

Jim had already put his ideas on draft paper when he contacted 
Edwards-based Slifer Designs’ Kim Toms. It was an ideal 
collaboration: “[The Marxes] have educated taste,” she says. “Jim 
uses his perspective on architecture. Laura has a great eye for color. 
They’re great complements to one another.” The three of them 
became a creative unit, with Jim helping think through the layout, 
Laura scouting furniture and art, and Toms editing ideas and 
serving as creative director. 

First, the interior architecture and finishes needed an 

overhaul. The existing ceilings 
were a patchwork of gray-washed 
logs with strips of tongue-and- 
groove boards in between — the 
culprits responsible for the dark 
feel. To de-stain and refurbish

Mike Warmenhoven arranged to

friendly). Then he installed drywall between the ceiling 
logs, which brightened the space and created room for 
recessed lights. 

In came new, taller windows and gray hardwood 
floors by Arrigoni Woods, and down went a few 
key walls to create the main-floor master and its 
sophisticated en-suite bath. The kitchen was gutted 
and transformed with the help of white cabinets — 
the perfect foil to the wood elements — and smart 
organization from kitchen design firm William Ohs. 

The sculpted framework is handsome in its own 
right. “If you were to take everything out of the 
house,” Toms says, “it’d be beautiful just sitting 
there.” But what fun is a home remodel without rugs 
and pillows and art? “Jim and Laura love traditional,” 
the designer adds, “but they knew the clean lines and 
smaller forms of contemporary pieces were needed 
because of the space’s small scale.” So Laura and 
Toms tag-teamed to create a balanced mix. The 
homeowner scouted pieces in Denver — from retailers 
such as John Brooks, HW Home, and Design Within 

Reach — and shared 
her choices with the 
designer, who made sure 
the mix didn’t get overly 
fussy. They also ordered 
furnishings online and 
reused a few pieces the 
couple already owned. 
Most of the furniture 
and fixed finishes wear shades of taupe or gray 
to create a neutral backdrop for the home’s real 
centerpiece: art. At every turn, works pay homage to 
the couple’s travels, from Napa, California, to Paris 
to Hong Kong. The painting above the living room 
mantle — a loose, lively composition by Colorado 
artist Amy Metier (from the William Havu Gallery in 
Denver) — ties the whole scheme together. 

The transformed home is a light, easy mix of color 
and texture with beautifully balanced proportions 
and polished spaces. It’s a “jewel box” of a home, as 
the Marxes fondly call it; an expression of their loves 
and personalities. Which leads us to predict they’ll be 
checking into their personal mountain “hotel” even
